In consequence of representations made to the Post Office by various Safeguard 
Firms that there is reason to believe that their postage stamps were purloined &8ainst 
by persons in their employ, the Department has recommended that the initiala “°°! 
of Firms, &c., be perforated through the stamps by means of a machine Perforation 
devised for the purpose, and Postmasters have been jystructed nat to purchase af P nde 
such stamps. ‘he perforation of the stamps on past cards, newspaper om" 
wrappers, und embossed envelopes with initials is also not objected to. `° 

Whenever adhesive stamps‘ are used for denoting the stamp duty on a 
receipt or other document the perforation is not tq be regarded as a cancellation 
of the stamp, but in all such cases the stamp must be cancelled hy writing 
across it as is required by law.
